A MAN found dead following a 
house fire had been assaulted. 

A post-mortem on the body of 
Albert Williams, 67, who was 
found dead in his flat at Cedar 
Close, Southend, on Saturday, 
August 8, showed he suffered seri¬ 
ous internal injuries. Detectives 
believe he was assaulted and died 
from internal injuries, possibly the 
result of a robbery. 

Police arrested a 42-year-old man 


GAP died from serious injuries 
possibiy the result of a robbery 


in Southend on suspicion of murder 
on Sunday. He has been bailed until 
October 8. 

Officers are investigating if a bur¬ 
glary at Mr Williams’s home on 
August 1, when three men assaulted 
him and stole money, is linked to 
the investigation. 

Mr Williams’s death was initially 
treated as not suspicious. 


DCI Martin Pasmore said: 
“Although one man has been arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of murder I do not 
want the public to think that is an 
end to the matter. I believe the moti¬ 
vation for the murder was robbery 
although I remain open-minded 
about other possibilities. 

“We would like to hear from any¬ 
one who has not yet contacted 


police but who might have any 
information about Mr Williams or 
his assailants. 

“The inf ormation might appear to 
be insignificant, but it could help us 
to piece together the events that 
resulted in a murder and a fire, 
which appears to have been started 
deliberately in an attempt to dispose 
of evidence. 

“We also need to find out more 
about Mr Williams’s family.” 

Anyone with any information is 
asked to contact police at the major 
investigation team on 101.

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Handbag 
thief jailed 


A SOUTHEND man described 
by police as a “one man 
crimewave” has begun a jail 
sentence. 

Carl Weighman, 33, was 
jailed for 21 months at 
Basildon Crown Court on 
Tuesday after admitting theft, 
burglary and assaulting three 
police officers. 

Unemployed Weighman stole 
an 86-year-old woman’s hand¬ 
bag while she was reading in 
Southchurch Library in 
December last year. 

The court heard the pension¬ 
er's bag contained precious 
personal items including her 
gold wedding band, two dia¬ 
mond rings worth a four-figure 
sum, and £100 cash. 

The bag also contained the 
elderly woman’s bank cards, 
which Weighman used to 
withdraw £500 from her bank 
account. 

Weighman later targeted the 
Essex Jamme Masjid Mosque 
in Chelmsford Avenue and 
admitted two counts of 
burglary with intent to steal. 

The court heard he entered 
the mosque through a door 
designated for Muslim women 
during prayer sessions on 
January 30 and February 13, 
but left empty-handed after 
being spotted by the Imam. 

Weighman also pleaded

guilty to assaulting three police 
officers while in custody 
following his arrest. 

The investigating officer. 
Detective Inspector Andy 
Copley from Southend CID, 
said: “Carl Weighman's actions 
caused a great deal of unrest 
within Southend's Muslim 
community. 

“Sadly the rings he stole from 
the elderly woman, which were 
of great sentimental value, have 
never been recovered. 

“The weight of evidence 
against him gave Weighman no 
option but to admit the crimes 
he committed. 

“His imprisonment can only 
make the community a safer 
place.”

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Police ‘no comment’ 
over Bamber papers

POLICE have refused to 
answer allegations that they are 
withholding important docu¬ 
ments about their investigation 
into convicted murderer 
Jeremy Bamber. 

The force twice failed to 
answer questions from the YA 
about claims made in a new 
online petition. 

Campaigners have launched 
the petition claiming Essex 
Police has refused to release 
“thousands of pages” of infor¬ 
mation. Signatories are asked 
to call on justice minister 
Michael Gove to intervene. 

Bamber, 54, was convicted in 
1986 of murdering his adop¬ 
tive parents, adoptive sister and 
her six-year-old twin sons at 
White House Farm in 
Tolleshunt D’Arcy, near 
Maldon. 

He was convicted on the 
strength of a jury’s 10-2 major¬ 
ity verdict at Chelmsford 
Crown Court and is serving a 
whole-life sentence. 

He continues to protest his 
innocence and campaigners 
say releasing unseen docu¬ 
ments could provide grounds 
for a new appeal. 

In 2001 the Criminal Cases

Review Commission decided 
there were possible grounds 
for appeal and referred his case 
to the Appeal Court, but judges 
upheld the conviction. 

Heidi Hawkins, 53, from 
Jersey, a member of the Jeremy 
Bamber Official Campaign, 
said the group believes the 
files exist because they are ref¬ 
erenced in documents which 
have been made public. 

She claimed many of the 
unseen papers detailed the 
early stages of the investiga¬ 
tion, when police believed the 
deaths were the result of a mur¬ 
der-suicide killing by Bamber’s 


adoptive sister Sheila. 

Ms Hawkins claimed the 
documents were never released 
because the subsequent inves¬ 
tigation into Bamber was dealt 
with as a separate case. 

The petition, launched two 
weeks ago, has attracted more 
than 400 signatures. 

Ms Hawkins said: “If they 
have nothing to hide then let’s 
see all of the information. 

“We just want justice for 
Jeremy Bamber. Nobody gets a 
fair trial if you don’t hear half 
of the information.” 

When the YA asked Essex 
Police to confirm or deny 
whether it was refusing to 
release documents, a 
spokesman said: “Essex Police 
has no comment to make on 
this matter, given that Jeremy 
Bamber’s conviction has been 
the subject of several appeals 
and reviews by the Criminal 
Cases Review Commission 
and there has never been any¬ 
thing to suggest that he was 
wrongly convicted.” 

The YA again asked the 
force to confirm or deny the 
claims but the spokesman 
replied: “No further comment 
beyond our statement.”

THE Essex coroner received an 
official sanction over a delayed 
inquest, even though the hold¬ 
up was not her fault. 

Caroline Beasley-Murray 
was found guilty of misconduct 
and given a formal warning by 
the High Court last year, but 
new information suggests the 
delay was caused by the pathol¬ 
ogy service. 

New details emerged last 
week as the YA won a partial 
victory in a 14-month battle to 
uncover details of complaints 
about the Essex Coroner 
Service. 

An internal memo was 
released which claimed the 
coroner repeatedly chased the 
missing pathology report that 
caused the delay. 

It added that grieving rela¬ 
tives who suffered the delay 
later tried to withdraw their 
complaint, but the Judicial 
Conduct Investigations Office 
(JCIO) issued the warning any¬ 
way. 

The YA began investigating 
complaints about the service 
last June after revealing Mrs 
Beasley-Murray received the 
warning, signed off by the Lord

Chancellor and the Lord Chief 
Justice. 

They ruled she had “delayed” 
an inquest and failed to keep 
“interested parties” updated. 

But the JCIO repeatedly 
refused to answer questions, 
such as how the coroner 
delayed the inquest and why 
this constituted misconduct. 

In July 2014 the YA filed a 
Freedom of Information 
request with the county coun¬ 
cil, requesting copies of docu¬ 
ments and correspondence 
concerning complaints about 
the coroner. 

Civil servants refused to 
release details claiming the 
information was “personal”. 

The YA took legal action

against the council in May, fil¬ 
ing an official complaint with 
the Information 

Commissioner’s Office (ICO). 

Lssex County Council last 
week admitted it “could have 
done more” to answer the ques¬ 
tions. It released a partially- 
redacted copy of an internal 
email from May 2014 about the 
formal warning. 

The email was sent to senior 
managers at County Hall to 
inform them of the impending 
judgement against Mrs 
Beasley-Murray. 

It was also sent to Councillor 
Ann Naylor, then cabinet mem¬ 
ber for public health and well¬ 
being. 

It read: “The original com¬ 
plaint was made due to delays 
in receiving the pathologist’s 
report. Although the patholo¬ 
gist was regularly chased this 
had little impact. 

“We are now undertaking 
review of the pathologist ser¬ 
vices that should help to avoid 
similar issues in future. 

“Since the original request 
was raised the inquest has been 
held and the family have 
requested that their complaint 
be withdrawn.” 

The ICO’s investigation into 
the YA’s request is ongoing. 

The YA is seeking further 
details about the coroner ser¬ 
vice and complaints.

wills. Is this really 
necessary? 

^Vb There is no legal 
requirennent for you to 
make wills, just because 
you have bought a home 
together. However, I 
would strongly advise you 
to do so. For a young couple, this might seem 
a touch morbid, but actually it’s just common 
sense - and particularly so since you are 
neither married nor, I assume, in a civil 
partnership, whereby your rights of 
inheritance would be automatically 
guaranteed. After all, you have just made 
probably the biggest single investment in 
your lives, so you want to be sure that it is 
protected. 

Ultimately, everything hinges on the basis on 
which you actually bought your home. For 
example, many people talk about “buying a 
home together,” when in fact only one of 
them actually owns it, and from a legal 
standpoint they are simply co-habiting. In 
such cases, a will is an absolute necessity - 
otherwise the surviving partner has no rights 
of ownership or inheritance whatsoever, in 


the event that the legal 
owner dies. 

You may, on the other 
hand, have bought your 
home in joint names. But 
even here, there are 
actually two different 
ways in which property 
can be jointly owned, with 
significant differences 
between them. 

So, if you own the 
property as “Joint 
Tenants,” then basically 
you are both equal legal 
owners, with each of you 
automatically becoming 
the sole owner in the 
event of the other’s death 
- will or no will. 

However, if you own the 
property as “Tenants in 
Common,” then the 
surviving partner has no automatic right of 
inheritance, and the dead person’s share 
simply becomes part of his or her estate, to 
be distributed either according to the terms 
of any will they may have, or according to 
the rules of intestacy (which in practice 
means that it goes to any living relatives in a 
strictly laid-down order of precedence, or 
even reverts to the Crown). In such cases, 
the only recourse open to the surviving co¬ 
owner would be to buy out the deceased’s 
share. 

So, the first thing you need to do is to clarify 
precisely on what basis the two of you own 
the property. If it’s as “Joint Tenants,”, then 
you’re both covered. 

But, I suggest both of you make wills 
anyway, to cover everything else.

Landlord Question 

I have heard that tenancies are automatically assured shorthold tenancies (AST) and 
that a tenant is, therefore, entitled to a minimum term of at least six months. Suppose 
I rent my house out and there is a vacant sap of say three months between two lons- 
term tenants which I would like to fill with a short three-month contract. Does this six- 
month minimum rule on ASTs mean that it is impossible for me to enforce a fixed 
three-month term for a short-term tenant? Other people have told me yes, which 
seems ridiculous! 

Think Property Answer 

Since 28 February 1997, all tenancies in England and Wales are automatically assured 
shorthold tenancies under section 19A of the Housing Act 1996 - unless the landlord 
specifically grants an assured tenancy in writing, which is a rare occurrence today. 
The AST will have a statutory minimum of six months security of tenure - whether the 
tenancy was granted verbally or in writing - because an order for possession cannot 
take effect earlier than six months after the beginning of the tenancy under section 
21(5) of the Housing Act 1988. 

There is nothing to prevent you from granting a short-term three-month tenancy to a 
tenant. If the tenant agrees to leave when the three-month fixed term ends, there is 
no problem. 

However, you will have a problem if the tenant refuses to leave by mutual surrender 
at the end of the three months. You would then have to gain possession though the 
court in order to evict the tenant and that would initially require service of a notice 
seeking possession under section 21 (1) (b) of the Housing Act 1988 within the fixed 
term, or a section 21 (4) notice if the fixed period has expired. 

You could then apply for a possession order as soon as the notice has expired, but 
the date for possession could be no earlier than six months after the start date of the 
tenancy. For example, if the tenancy commenced 1 January, 2013, the earliest date 
that a court could order possession would be 30 June, 2013. 

You would not be able to install a new tenant into the accommodation until you have 
lawfully gained possession and evicted the previous tenant.

W HILE it's announced as their last 

ever UK tour. Sweet's original mem¬ 
ber, guitarist Andy Scott, says there 
could always be an encore. 

Scott, along with band members Pete 



Linooln, Bruoe Bisland and Tony O’Hora, 
kiok off their Finale tour in Germany this 
month, taking in venues across the country 
as well as in Austria, the Czeoh Republio, 
Switzerland and Ireland, before combining it 
with a Glitz, Blitz and Hitz Tour of the UK, 
alongside fellow 1970s alumni Mud 2 and 
The Rubettes. 

The 24-date tour, whioh will take them 
from Eastbourne on November 10 to 
Cheltenham on Deoember 13, includes an 
appearance at Southend's Cliffs Pavilion on 
November 28, somewhere that Scott says 
has been a regular venue for the band. 

He adds: "We have played lots of times 
there and it's been on most of our tours. 

“There used to be a hotel up the hill we 
used to stay at. 

"We have a few mates in that area, the 
Canvey Island crew, including Dr Feelgood, 
so hopefully they'll be coming down to see 
us." 

Sweet, known originally as The Sweet, 
rose to fame in the 1970s - an era that 
played a vital role in the shaping of modern 
pop culture by providing a musioal bridge 
linking the rebellion and counter-culture of 
the 60s and the decadence of the 1980s. 


In their pomp. Sweet rode a wave of 
smash hits inoluding Blook Buster!, The 
Ballroom Blitz, Fox Cn The Run, Love Is Like 
Cxygen, Little Willy and Hell Raiser, and 
were at the heart of a glam rock phenome¬ 
non, selling more than 55million records and 
enjoying 34 number one hits worldwide. 

Today, the band has an illustrious pedigree, 
recreating live the high energy and soaring 
vocals associated with the Sweet sound that 
is the band’s trademark. Now led by original 
member Scott the band oomprises Lincoln 
on lead vocals and bass guitar, Bisland on 
drums and vooals, and C’Hora on guitar, 
keyboards and vocals. 

Scott says: "We've done quite a few of 
these tours before. The last around the 
Christmas period, with Slade an obvious 
pairing for us. 

"We have a big tour in Europe proceeding 
this called Finale. As far as Sweet doing 
huge baok-to-baok tours, we all need to 
preserve a bit of sanity as we get older and 
get in tune with our body and health." 

Now in his 60s, Scott, who was diagnosed 
with prostrate canoer five years ago and is 
now clear, adds: "Having suffered prostate 
cancer, it leaves you with these nagging fee- 


ings, it’s just kind of watching yourself.” 

Two of his original band members have 
passed away over the years - Brian 
Connolly in 1997, and Miok Tucker, who 
contraoted leukaemia and died in 2002 - 
and Scott admits to reminisoing about the 
past. 

He says: "There are times when I find 
myself sitting there and laughing as some¬ 
thing comes back into my mind. 

“Brian oould have been the lead charaoter 
in Minder. He would say blatant lies and 
people would believe him. I miss those days 
inoredibly sometimes." 

He adds: "Many years ago when we start¬ 
ed to do these theatre tours we were on 
tour with bands like the Rubettes. 

“For the last oouple of years it's mainly 
been with Slade. 

"There are some fantastic things about 
touring - the time on stage. 

“The rest of it, sitting on a plane, getting 
through security, I wouldn't put my worst 
enemy through it. 

“Cut of the 12 pieoes of baggage, two are 
missing, then there's a two-hour drive into 
the eastern part of Germany and when you 
arrive it isn't what was promised to you."

PrimeTime film review 



PAPER TOWNS (12A) 
116 mins 


B uoyed by the success 
of superior teen 
weepie The Fault In 
Our Stars, based on the 
book by John Green, 
scriptwriters Scott 
Neustadter and Michael H. 
Weber attempt to recreate 
the magic with this faithful 
adaptation of Green's bitter¬ 
sweet third novel. 

Paper Towns deals with 
similar themes of alienation 
and sexual awakening from 
the perspective of peer 
pressured teenagers, whose 
existence hinges on finding 
a date for the end of year 
prom. 

Director Jake Schreier 
sensitively and earnestly 
navigates these turbulent 
waters, eliciting solid perfor¬ 
mances from a young cast 
including leading man Nat 
Wolff, who played blind best 
friend Isaac in The Fault In 
Our Stars. 

In the absence of a dra¬ 
matic hook like terminal ill¬ 
ness, Schreier's film some¬ 
times lacks momentum and 
is missing a big emotional 
crescendo. 

However, there's a 
refreshing refusal to suc¬ 
cumb to sentimentality when 


the going gets tough and 
the script doesn't polish the 
characters' rough edges in 
order to tie up loose plot 
strands in a neat bow. 

Every childhood is tainted 
with confusion and disap¬ 
pointment, and this coming- 
of-age saga is no different. 

The film's unassuming 
hero is Florida high school 
student Quentin Jacobsen 
(Wolff), who has been madly 
in love with neighbour 
Margo Roth Spiegelman 
(Cara Delevingne) since she 
moved into the house 
across the street. 

He has never mustered 
the courage to declare his 
true feelings, to the chagrin 
of best friends Ben (Austin 
Abrams) and Radar (Justice 
Smith), who are also poorly 
equipped to communicate 
effectively with the opposite 
sex. 

Ben is a hormone-addled 
mess around blonde class¬ 
mate Lacey (Ralston Sage), 
while Radar has a girlfriend 
called Angela (Jaz Sinclair), 
who he fears will dump him 
for someone better. 

Out of the blue, Margo 
knocks on Quentin's bed¬ 
room window and asks him 
to help her wreak revenge 
on her cheating jock 
boyfriend (Griffin Freeman). 

The covert night-time mis¬ 


sion is a success but the 
next morning, Margo does 
not turn up for class. 

She vanishes without 
trace and her parents 
assume she has run away 
again. 

Quentin knows that 
Margo leaves secret mark¬ 
ers when she goes walka¬ 
bout, so he follows a trea¬ 
sure hunt of cryptic clues to 
track her down. 

Paper Towns refers to fic¬ 
tional locations, which car¬ 
tographers intentionally add 
to maps to prevent their 
hard work being plagiarised. 

Many of the underlying 
themes of Schreier's film feel 
second-hand - paper angst 
if you will - but the script 
treats characters and their 
predicaments with cool, 
genuine affection.

But does appearing on stage make it all 
worth it? 

"It does," he replies. "Qtherwise I would¬ 
n't do it. Nobody needs to do anything, if 
you are quite together in life you want to do 
it." 

While he admits he hasn't got nervous on 
stage for a long time, he does confess to 
feeling a bit unnerved when he performs 
closer to home. 

More than five years ago he came up with 
an idea for a Rock Against Cancer event 
with sound engineer John 'Grubby' Callis 
and Richard Baulu of The Kings Arms, All 
Cannings, Wiltshire.

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A s well as being the place to 
climb aboard the longest 
heritage railway in the coun¬ 
ty, one Essex town is also home to 
ancient churches, the remains 
of a motte-and-bailey cas¬ 
tle, and the former 
dwellings of a number 
of famous people. 

Situated on the 
Essex Way, an 81 - 
mile cross-county 
footpath from 
Epping to 
Harwich, Ongar is 
more than just a 
town where ram¬ 
blers stop - it is a 
place for history 
lovers to explore. 

The Ongar Millennium 
History Society has car¬ 
ried out projects to encourage 
an interest in local history and pre¬ 
serve it for future generations to 
enjoy. These include installing blue 
plaques on significant buildings 
and creating a Millennium Walk 
through the town. 

The walk, made up of 10 paving 
stones - five on each side of the 
High Street - are situated near 
places of interest such as King's 
Trust Cottages, a row of 17th cen¬ 
tury timber-framed homes; Wren

House, an elegant 18th century 
house with an original shop win¬ 
dow and King's Inn, a former 
coaching inn which is the oldest 
brick-fronted building in Ongar, 
dated from 1697 by a 
panel over the arch. 

As well as the 
Millennium Walk there 
are plaques includ¬ 
ing one on 
Livingstone 
Cottages under 
the room in which 
famous explorer 
David Livingstone 
lived while attend¬ 
ing the London 
Missionary School in 
Ongar, before going to 
central Africa. 

Blue plaques commem¬ 
orate the home of Jane Taylor, 
author of nursery rhyme Twinkle, 
Twinkle, Little Star, who lived in 
Castle Street; Budworth Hall in 
High Street, which was built in 
1886 in memory of Captain 
Budworth of nearby Greensted Hall 
and Father Thomas Byles, a priest

of St Helen's Church, who left 
Ongar Station to join HMS Titanic 
on her maiden voyage so he could 
attend his brother's wedding. 

Father Byles famously remained 
on the Titanic after she collided 
with an iceberg in 1912, twice 
refusing to get on a lifeboat so he 
could comfort passengers and 
hear confessions. 

His journey from Ongar is one 
part of the history of the station, 
which was built in 1865 and is a 
Grade II listed Great Eastern 


Station. It is part of the Epping 
Ongar Railway, the closest heritage 
railway to London and the only 
heritage line on the former London 
Underground network. It also 
claims the title of being the longest 
heritage line in Essex. 

Ongar Station, which has always 
been at the end of the line, has 
been painstakingly restored to its 
original format by a team of volun¬ 
teers. Today, visitors to Ongar 
Station can enjoy a gift shop, 
snack bar, and picnic and viewing 


areas, as well as rides on steam 
and diesel locomotives. 

A short walk away are the 
remains of Ongar Castle, which is 
thought to have been constructed 
by Richard de Lucy in 1155. 

While the site is now in private 
hands you can find out more about 
the castle from an information dis¬ 
play board adjacent to the library.

THOSE masters of the small car at Suzuki 
realigned the range and one of the smart 
choices is the Celerio. 

Built in Thailand, the Celerio embodies 
many of the qualities that have seen Suzuki 
sales rise in recent times, including ease of 
driving, an elevated driving position, interior 
space that surpasses expectations and a 
surprisingly good luggage capacity. 

In fact it offers a degree of the qualities of a 
SUV without the usually massive expense 
and size. 

The Celerio is a compact crossover and its 
initial 1.0 three-cylinder petrol engine is now 
joined by a Dualjet version of the same 
engine, which returns a staggering com¬ 
bined economy figure of 78.4mph and a 
very low CC2 figure of 84g/km. 

This version costs £8,499 and is very well 
equipped with six airbags and ESP fitted as 
standard safety equipment for both UK 
models. 

Strong residual values of 39 per cent at 
three years/60,000 miles are forecast by 
Glass’s Guide this month. 

Gn the road this version may not be the 
fastest set of wheels in the garage, but its 
top speed of 96mph and 0-62mph sprint 
should be enough to satisfy the customer 
who has an eye to economy as well as per¬ 
formance. 

And the fact that the fuel gauge does not 


seem to want to move is a major plus point 
too. 

In everyday driving I was getting at least 
69mpg which was impressive to say the 
least. 


It is surprisingly comfortable with an elevat¬ 
ed driving position that takes much stress 
out of long trips. 

Its three-cylinder engine is reasonably silent 
but it does work hard. 


The real beauty of this car is its ease of 
operation in cities where total length of just 
3,600mm and neat turning circle make it a 
doddle to park. 

It is also extremely roomy for a small car 
with best-in-class boot space of 254 litres. 

Even the basic model includes air condi¬ 
tioning, alloy wheels DAB radio, CD tuner 
plus Bluetooth and USB connectivity. 

It competes against cars like the VW Up! 
and Skoda Citigo and how it fares remains 
to be seen. 

It is certainly one of the best models I have 
seen from Suzuki in recent times. 

This is Suzuki’s first big throw at producing 
a modern global city car with wide appeal 
and its neat clean cut lines and balance of 
compact dimension with interior space 
promise a healthy future.

Robert finished a lightning raid 
forward, nipping onto Byrne’s pass 
before directing beyond Bentley for 
his third goal in as many games. 

Brown threw Myles Weston and 
Anthony Wordsworth on for Atkin¬ 
son and Michael Timlin, and it
